Subdivision of the Electric Light. 


J. W. Swan, io a paper on the sub- 
division ot the electric tight. does not 
hope for any extensive or economical 
subdivision of the light by lamps in 
which there is combustion. The true 
incandescent lamps prevent the com- 
bustion of the carbon in one of two 
ways—either by the eaotire exhaustion 
of the air from the chamber in which 
the heated~ chamber ‘is placed, or by 
the filling of the chamber with an in- 
ert gas such as nitrogen. Both these 
expedients were tried by the early iu- 
ventors. and both have still their ad- 
vocates. The early experimentors 
failed to accomplish what they sought 
from three causes, any one of which 
was sufficient to bar the way. First, 
the carbons employed were 8o thick as 
to require a large current to produce 
the required temperature in them; 
seco nd, the carbons were not durable; 
and, third, the lamp gas speedily be- 
came obscured. He showed that it 
was the invention of the Springe! 
pump, and the use Mr. Crooks showed

A Remedy for Bee Stings. 


salicylic acid, from having
